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PROJECT DESCRIPTION 

The new Assembly Station on the Orange Line between Wellington and Sullivan 
Square Stations is planned to provide regional transit access and an alternative to 
auto traffic at the Assembly Square redevelopment district in Somerville. The project 
consists of a single center island platform; relocation of Orange Line tracks to 
accommodate the platform; track signals and communication systems upgrades; 
ADA accessible elevators, escalators, and stairs; vertical circulation and a pedes- 
trian bridge to access the station across Foley Street. 


COMMUNITY IMPACTS 
NOISE —- There will be minimal noise impacts as the construction activities will be 
performed as part of the 66.5 acre Assembly Row development. 


ENVIRONMENTAL - The project will help transform a one-time industrial and rail 
yard district into the largest Transit Oriented Development in Greater Boston. 


ECONOMIC —- The new Assembly Station will provide direct connection to Assembly 
Square; a mixed use redevelopment with commercial, residential and retail services. 


NIGHT WORK - During weekend shutdowns and night outages. 


SERVICE INTERRUPTIONS 

There will be eighteen (18) weekend shutdowns of subway operations between 
Wellington and Sullivan Square Stations. In addition, one hundred and seventy five 
(175) non-consecutive weekday night outages of service will be required between 
the two stations for early work access beginning at 9:00 PM. MBTA bus service will 
be provided between Wellington and Sullivan Square Stations during shutdowns.
